clemency and equitie in this my new con- 
trouerfic with the King of Spaine ; an Impe- 
r12ll Decree, wherect here followeth the co- 
pie,was ſent me by the Prince of (aſtir0n, 
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THE DECREE OF HIS IM- 
PERIALL MAISSTTIE, 
concerning the preſent Warres 
in SAVOY, Qc. 


V Hereas notice hath beene gi - 

uen to by ſacred Fmperiall 
Alaieſtie, our moſt gracious Lord, by a 
true relation and authenticall record, 
that the Fmperiall Decree concerning 
the diſmiſsing and caſhiering of the 
Souldiers , and the remouns of all 0- 
ther thing; which mioht hurt the Pro- 
uince of Montterrat, or in any ſort 
trouble the peace and tranquillue of 
[taie, ouen apainſt the moſt uluſtrious 


Lord, 
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of Sauoy and Mantua. 
Lord, Charles Emanuel, Duke of 


Saucy, Piedmont, &c. hath pon the 
eight day of [uly, in the yeere of our 
Lord 1614. beene duly and lawfully 
proclaimed and publiſhed , inſomuch 
that the Tenor and Contents thereof 
are fully come to the knowledge of the, 
ſaid Duke, of whoſe cbedience to which 
neuertheleſſe, there ts not as yet any due 
aſſurance come,either to bus ſaid Mate- 
ftie, or bus Tmperiall Deputie : T here- 
fore hu Impertall Mateſtie doth againe 
ſeriouſly £9 ſenerely ordaine to the ſaid 
Duke , preſently and withcut any fur- 
ther exceptions or delayes, to ſatrsf-e_ 
throughly, and m all points to the ſaid 
Decree, to withdraw and caſhiere , aſ- 
ſoone as poſr1ble may be, ali ly 'T roups, 
without endamaging any body - bo ab- 


[laine from henceforth from all sHtyns® 
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T he occaſton of the Warres 
of hoflilitie againſt the Lord Cardinal 
of Mantua, Dukeof Montferrat, and 
his Domimons,or againſt any man elſe; 
and a moneth after the fipnification 
hereof (which time is prefixed vnto him 


for all terme and prorogation) to ſhew 
fully in the Impertall Court,to haue ſuf- 
ficiently and througbly ſatisfied to the 
faid Decree and thu Fmperiall ſen. 


tence, and that vpon patne ( if he neg - 
le tod:e it within the ſaid time) to be 
declared allyable now as then,and then 
as naw, to the penaltie contayned in the 


Jaid Decree, and that it ſhall be pro- 


ceeded againſt him more ſharply. Des 
creed by the Emperour the 2.4.. of De- 
cember, in the yeere of our Lord 1614.

of Sanoy and Mantua, 
Wherefore hauing received the ſaid De- 


cree, I could not but be much mooued at 
it, when I ſawit was done againſt the or- 
ders of Law, againſt the ordinances of our 
Predeceſſors, and againſt comon cuſtome, 
n athing of ſuch weight, wherein a Duke 
of Sazoy, Prince of the ſacred Empire, and 
perpetuall Vicary in Italie, was to be brand- 
marked with the ſhamefullnote cf the Im- 
periall Ban, vnleſſe he would diſmile the 
Troups by him gathered ſpecially when I 


obſerued that the date thereof {hewed no 


certaine place, and that it wanted the ſub- 


ſcription of the Imperiall hand, 


But what is this, how grieuous 1s 1t to 
reade, and harth to heare, that being 1gno- 
rant of your former Decrees,and of all your 
ſignifications and threatnings, I ſhould be 
ſo ſeuerely checked as Kbedient to the 
Imperiall miunc&tions; & that being bound 
to repreſſe the Gouernour of Millane, who 
theſe many moneths, with his great Troups 
of armed men, hath troubled the peaceable 
State of [ralie,and attempted not only to 1n- 
uade,but alſo to ſpoile vtterly the Frontiers 
of my Dommons , x ( as though you 

were 
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T be occaſion of the Warres 


were ignorant of what is knowne to all the 
World) ſhould wincke at his too bold at- 
tempts, and out of your abſolute Authori- 
tie, command me, who doe nothing clſe 
but moſt witly challenge my owne righr 
alone to lay downe the Armes,which I haue 
taken vp for the preſeruation of mine owne 
Dommions * 

What meaneth this, I pray you, to dil- 
miſle my Troups againſt any man elſe ſoe- 
uer they ſhould beintended, butonely (if 
thereby the Gouernor of Millane be vnder- 
ſtood) to take from mee all meanes of de- 
fence m a moſt iuſt cauſe, which arenot on- 
ly granted by humane Lawes, but by di- 
une alſo,to Jefraude me of the hope I haue 
in your Tuſtice, in this dangerous eſtate of 
my affaires, and willingly to arme the hand 
of mine enemiefor the deſtruction of my 
ſelfe and my Countrey ? All which(moſt in- 
uincible Ceſar ) ſhould T confefle, hauc 
wounded my minde more deepely, if this 
cogitation of mine had not applyed ſome 
remedy vnto it, viz, that this Decree hath 
either beene made, your Maieſtie being ig- 
norant of it, or 1s {lipt from your hands 
through

through the deceit and fraud of ſome crafty 
and wicked men, to which it cannot haue 
been hard to deceiue your Mateſtie, bein 
ignorantof the ſubll fallacie of this bu1- 
neſle. 

Wherefore,]I thinke,I ſhall doe well and 
fitly,briefly to ſhew your Maieſtie the ſtate 
of this controuerlie, repeating the ſame 
from the very beginning,that knowing the 

uitie ofthe matter,you may fully and ab- 
pluely wdge, not of my cauſe, but of 
yours, 

What mooued me firſt to take Armes a- 
gainſt the Duke of Mantua, your Maieſtie 
may ealily haueknowne, both by the pub- 
liſhing of my Writings, and by the generall 
| ok of all the World; neither do I thinke 

Qu are 1gnorantof my readineſle, in fulfil- 
on the Sfires bot of your Maieſtie, and 
the King of Spaine, by my ſurrendring, at 
your onelynodde , thoſe Townes that b 
right belong to me, and which I had taken 
by force,in the Proumnce of Montferrat, At 
which time, may it pleaſe you, but to call to 
minde, what =_ and diuers matters the 


Gouemour of Millane promiſed,though bur 
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T be occaſion of the Warres 


with a wauering faith, For hauing begun 
to ſatisfie on my {ide,and my mind expect- 
ing ſome performance of his promiſes , he, 
without {hame,hath broken his faith, which 
hee had obliged before ſo many witnelles, 
denying,for the molt part,hisſaid promiſes, 
lingering and delaying in thoſe, which hee 
can by no meanes denie, without [hewing 
himſelfe willing to fulfill any thing. And 
not contented with that, hee hath not fea- 
red to enioyne me two things, 1n the 
King of Spaines name : Firſt, that I ſhould 
diſmi{ſe two thouſand Swiſſers, or therea- 
bout, which I had been long a getting for 
the defence of my State, and which had 
beenlong bound vnto me, through their 
{ſtipend they haue recemed, though m re- 
gard of their ſmall number,they could gue 
no 1ult ſuſpicion, ſpecially to his Royall 
Mateſtie, Secondly, thatT ſhould not de- 
ferre to 10yne by marriage, the Infant my 
Daughter,heretofore Ducheſle of Mantua, 
with the now Duke of Mantua; promiſing 
that then he would procure, that my con- 
troucrlies, with the Duke of Mantua,ſhould 
be handled, which atthat time could not be, 
To 


of Saugy and Mantua, 
To which demaunds (as _—_ 
t 


all reaſon) I lethim vnd d,both by let- 
ters,and by my Ambaſladours, I could not 
ſatisfie,vnleſſe the controuerlies were firſt 
ended, 
And thus thinking to haue ſuffici- 
ently anſwered the Kings will, the Gouer- 
nour of Millane found out anew tricke, to 
wit ; that it would be a thing pleaſing vnto 
him,that the matter ſhould not be decided 
by Armes,bur that the controuerſies ſhould 
be ended by friendly meanes ; and therfore 
deſired Ithould ſend certaine Deputies to 
Millane,which meeting with as many of the 
Duke of Mantua, ſhould, in my name, han- 
dle and compound all the buſmeſle, 
Wherefore hauing thought good to 
yeeld thereunto,notonly to note 
of obſtinacie,bur alſo to thew to the world 


by a moſtſure teſtimony, how much I did 
loue both mine owne quiet,and the publike 
Peace of all Italy; I ſent to Millane three men 
Skilfull in the Law ; who hauing remained 
there a long time, to put an end to the con- 
trouerſte propounded often, and at diuers 
times, ſcuerall Articles, though with da- 
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T heoccaſion of the Warres 


mage to my right, and much inferior to the 
goodnefle of my cauſe, 

But what did heere the Gouernour, that 
man {forſooth) ſo deſirous to keepe peace, 
and ſo conſtant in his faith ? Hee cauſed a 
great Armie,both of Horſe and Foote, fe- 
cretly to be gathered, and enrowled in the 
Dukedome of Millane, and the Countries 
thereunto adioyping,and commanded my 
men to depart,without effecting any thing, 
and to tell me, that there was order come 
from the King,forbidding the handling of 
the compoſition of the controverſies, be- 
fore I had diſcharged all my Troupes, and 
accompliſhed the marriage of my Daugh- 
ter ; yca,that he was intoyned by the King 


' to haue a care, not onely to incline mee to 


thoſe things hee commanded, but alſo to 
conſtraine and force mee to the ſame by 
Armes. 

Vpon this ſo ſharpe and ſeuere Declara- 
tion, what counſell I rooke, and whatI c1d, 
not only my publiſhed writings may teſt1- 
fe, but alſo the Reuerend Lord Saxzelus, 
Nuntius of our moſt holy Father,comming 


not long after,can be a moſt ſufhcient wit- 
nelle;

neſſe ; who,hauing inuited mee to the lay- 
ing downe of Armes, ( though it werere- 
quiſite, the ſame ſhould bee done by the 
mightier firlt) found menotonly not vn- 
willing,but moſt readie thereunto; conten- 
ted only with this condition, that I did de- 
fire the Gouemour of Millane thould ob- 
liege his Faith to our moſt gracious Lord, 
the moſt Chriſtian King,and the Illuſtrious 
Commonwealth of Uentce,that hee ſhould 
' hereafter attempt nothing againſt my Do- 
minions, and diſmiſſe his Army raiſed a- 
gainit me. 

Hereupon,hee ſaid flatly,hee would doe 
none of all this, and thewing himſelfe more 
ready for the deſtruction of my Countrey, 
then defirousof the peace of Italy, heen- 
tred at the ſame time with a great Arm 
into the Prouince of Yercelles, and ſpoiled, 
ouerthrew,and burnt im a molt pittifull ma- 
ner,ſome Townes of the ſame. 

Wherefore, that I might procure ſorhe 
eaſe to my diſtreſſed Prownce, and duerſe 
lome whither elſe the moſt vehement and 
1mpetuous furic of the enemies, Iled my 


Troupes to Noxarre, a Towne of the State 
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T be occaſion of the Warres 


of Millane, where I ſhewed euidently, that I 
wanted no opportunitie to reuenge the in- 
juries done vnto mee, I could haue taken 
that Towne, I may ay , with no difhcultie 
atall, as being guarded by an vnſufficient 
Gariſon, and might alſo haue brought, if I 
had had the will, the whole ſtate of Milane 
into vtter danger ; but that his Catholike 
Maieſtie might ſee my loue to publike 

eace, and my reſpect to him, I did not on- 

y ſpare to ſatisfie to my griefe, but forbad 
alſo at my depart by a molt ſtri&t Edict,that 
none of my men {hould, in any fort, enda- 
mage the People or Lands belonging to 
the {ſaid Towne, 

What {hall I ſay more ? when I was at 
Vercelles , the Popes Nuncws, the moſt re- 
uerend Saxelus , and the molt illuſtrious 
Marques of Rambouillet, Ambaſſadour of 
the moſt Chriſtian King, to preſerue the 
publike Peace of Italie, and mine, hauing 
_—_— certaine Articles of agreemet, 
I (though little aduantageous to me) aſſen- 
ted thereunto, and {1gned them with mine 
ownehand, Whereupon they hoping, that 
without any doubt, the Gouemour would 
likewiſe

likewiſe approue and ſigne the ſame , and 
wdgme that for my = I had ſatisfied to 


th: fame,and thatno further thing was wan- 
ting m that buſine(le, the peace was pro- 
claimed by their owne mouth, as being al- 
ready contirmed; but the vnlooke for euent 
decemwed, as in other matters, ſo in this,not 
onely their expectation , but their aſſured 
truſt: for the Goucrr.our refuſed to ſigne, 
and the King himſelfe , neglecting the an- 
ſwere, which we lookt for in few dayes, ſent 
word ſecretly to the Gouernour, that hee 
{ſhould ſuddenly © preſſe mee, being vn- 
ready, and miſtruſting nothing lefie, and 
enter with all fpeede into my Dommions, 
continuing the Warre vndertaken againſt 
me with al vehemency. 

Thus I make no doubt, but that it had 
becne already done with my eſtate, if theſe 
Letters, whereof I haue cauſed a Copie to 
beeſent to your Maieſtie, being dunely 
come ito my hands, as I may wſtly be- 
leeue, had not gen mee aſjurance ct the 
whole b::{ine{ſe. Wherefore, who can mlt- 
ly finde fault with me, if being ſtirred vp by 
ſo frequent a breach of faith,l haue reco urle 
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T be occaſion of the Wa rres 


ro-Arrnes againſt my moſt hateful enemies, 
for the weltare of my ſelfe, my children,and 
my countrey ; for the defence of my honor, 
and for the liberty and dignity of I:alie, yea 
and oft the holy Empare * 

How vnworthy a thing of yc ur Maicilic. 
how ſhamefull ſhould it be, if the E *mmpire 
of [talie. which is commuarted to the Empe- 
rour, as he is Kn gctthe Romanes, {hould 
be {aid by all the Wcrld, to have onely, du- 
ring your Raigne,beene trantlated,vnder a 
colour and falſe ſhaddo of Religion and 
wblike Peace, to the Kingdome of Spaine, 
which acknowledgeth to hold of you the 
Dukedome of #1illane, Sicily and Naples ct 
the Pope * 

What {hall we thinke the world will ſay. 
when it tha!l heare that the attempts ct the 
Spaniards haue proceeded ſo farre vrpu- 
mihed, as not onely to fright with threat- 
nings,but allo to dare to aflae wich armed 
hand. and to draw to an vawilling; warre a 
Duke of Saoy, molt renowned throu:: h his 
Predeceilours. and molt famous through 
his affinitie and alliance of bloud with moſt 
Kings of Europe , a Prince of the holy Em- 


Pre, 


of Sauoy and Mantua, 


Ire, and perpetuall Vicary in Trale, draw- 
A g his o——_ from the Saxonian ſtocke, 
| el 


hauing held large & ample Dommions m 
lahe ws before the Sparitards had any 
footing in the ſame, challenging his owne 
by a molt uſt right, & atterpring nothing 
at all againſt them * 

Moreouer, with what munde , doe wee 
thinke . thall the Germane Princes of the 
Empre ge hearing to Fame , when thee 
{hall cell them, that they contend that the 
Citie of Aſty and Countie thereof, which I 
haue acknowledged to hold of the holy 
Empire by my Edict,ſet vpin aplaceneere 
the ſaid Citie, while I was in the ſame , ac- 
companied with the Ambaſſadors of duers 
Princes, belongeth vnto them, as if , by m 
taking Armes againſt him, I had forfeited 
the ſame . which thould be now fallen and 
adioyned to his Dommions, and publith 
that the Subiects and Vaſlals of = ſaid 
Countrey, are freed from the Allegeance 
they haue ſworne to the Duke of Sauoy ? 
For certainly thoſe great Princes could not 
bit be much 7 at the tidings cf ſuch a 
thing, which by an Act of mine, publiſhed 
G43 in 
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T he occaſion of the Warres 
in the publike places of the Dukedome of 


Millane, hath appeared to be idle and vaine, 
and which we know of a certaine, that the 
Magiſtrates of Milne themſelues hc 
thought to be fruuolous and ridiculous, 

What will they ſay,when they [hall heare 
at the ſame time,that the Marques ct Sainct 
Croſle vpon the coaſt of Genua, hauing cra- 
ued the help of the Citie, hath with a migh- 
ty Nauic ſeyzed vpon my vnarmed Towns 
of Ynelia, Macer, and Petra-Lata , which the 
moſt Illuſtrious Duke Emanuel my Father, 
hauing bought of the Lords therecf, had 
ſubiected to the power of the holy Empire, 
and in the Inueſtiture cauſed the Ke to be 
named,together with his otherDominions, 
which are yet at this day detayned by him ? 
I doubt much,they will confirme therewith 
the opmion they haue of the Spaniards too 
greedie defirc of getting, 

Hence your Maieſtie may coniecture, 
to what end I haue cauſed certame ſmall 
Townes bclonging to the Empire, and ſca- 
ted within the bowels of my Dommions, 
to be ſeyzed vpon, which hath becne onely 
to ſauethem _ being taken and ſpoyled 


by 
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by the Spaniards , and the better and with 
leſTe danger,to defend my pollefIions from 
theirattempts : For I haue thought, the oc- 
cupation of thoſe _ to belong to him, 


who hath promiſed by a publike Act,all be- 
wg pacified , to reſtore the ſame vnto your 
Mateſtie,and to one that is called perpetual 
Vicary of the Empire , the onely Prince of 
the ſame now leftin [talie, & Vallall of your 
Maieſtie; by whom your ſacred Perſon c6- 
ming downe into the ſaid Countrey, either 
to take the Imperiall Crowne, or for any 0- 
ther cauſe.hall be accompanied and hono- 
red: For {hall wee thike, that the King of 
Spaine, who playeth the Emperour i Italte, 
will follow f = your pompe ? May we ſup- 
poſe, that the Common-wealth of Venice, 
that of Genaua , or the Duke of Florence, will 
by duty celebrate your coming with their 
companie ? Nay, ? doe boalt to be freed 
from the Empire, 

Whart of the Duke of Mantua himlſelfe ? 
Who is ignorant that he dependeth onely, 
and altogether vpon the King of Sperne,ob- 
ſerueth his nods, hath committed himſelfe 


to his protection, and hath yowed —_— 
an 
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T heoccaſion of the Warres 
and all hee hath very ſtrictly to his ſer- 


uice? 

And the other Princes, What? Are they 
not almoſt all ſfubicct to the See of Roma, 
and do they not al receive their Dignitie of 
the ſame * Iam then reſerued alone for the 
Splendor and Dignitie of your Maieſtic, 
who acknowledge my felfe a Germane 
Prince,and my Polleftions, and of my Pre- 
dece(lors,to haue proceeded from the libe- 
ralitie of the Emperours; and {hall the Spa- 
niards,with the knowledge of your Maie- 
ſtie,dare to aſlault, and warre agamit me : 
Shall the Title of King of the Romanes,which 

'ou beare, reſtrained within the molt ſtrict - 
3 of my PoſleſTions, be ſuffered to bee 
violated and cut off, in the perſon of your 
Subiect and Vaſſall? Shall your Maircſtic 
wdge it to bee fit, thata man,whom you 
ought to helpe and defend with all your 
forces, yea, agamlt thoſe of your owne 
Nation, it : hs 4 required, ſhould not 
onely bee ſuffered to bee oppreſied 
by the Armes of the Spaniards, and vn- 
worthily vied like a {Jaue by the Gouer- 
nour of Millane, bur alſo elteemed worthy 
to 
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to be puniſhed by the ſeuere Proclamation 
of an Imperiall Ban * What fo grieuous, 
and fo hamous a thing ſhould haue moued 
the Spaniards to take Armes againit my 
Countrey,and your Maicſtic, to decree an 
Imperill Edict againſt me? Is it becauſe, 
the King bidding mee to lay downe my 
Armes, Ihaucnot preſently obeyed ? Bur 
whence haue the Kings of Spaine this new 
Authoritic ouer the Princes of the Empire: 
Whence this altogether new power ? By 
what {igne can they proue the ſame ? Tru- 
ly.ſceing the King doth not acknowledge 
the voluntarie obſeruance, which hee hath 
receiued from the Princes of lraly,and chiet- 
ly from my ſelfe,not out of dutie,or as due, 
but out of good will, and of our allianceof 
bloud.he deſerueth with goodright,to haue 
the ſame no more yeelded vnto him heere- 
after, 

Beſides,after I had promiſed to the Illu- 
ſtrous Ambaſſadours, to lay downe my 
Armes, why did he not,as I requeſted, free 
me from the feare and danger I ſtood in, 
lelt hee would attempt ſomething againſt 
me? Was it, becauſe I had entred with ar- 
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T he occaſion of the Warres 


med hand into the Dukedome of Millane ? 
But he firſt had not onely muaded my Do- 
minions, but alſo by his Souldiers wickedly 
raged in the ſame, But what hurt,what da- 
mage can hee ſhew I haue doneto his ? 1 
haue things inow to ſhew molt yilely com- 
mitted by.his men, as ſpoyling of —_ 
whole Heards carryed away , and Townes 
burnt, 

Is it, becauſe I haue reſtored the golden 
Fleece * But it the Spaniards bee will they 
will rather attribute this to my reſpect to 
the King, becauſe I durlt not defend my 
ſelfe by Armes again(t him, afore I had ſent 
back the Coller of the Order, deeming it 
an vnhit thing , if being a Knight of the 
Kings Order, I ſhould with -— a fight 
againſt his Armes, though mn defence of 
mine owne, 

Or laſtly, is it, becauſe the Spaniſh Am- 
baſladours wife, after the depart of her huſ- 
band, hath been 1ll dealt withall which was 
not ſuffered to goe out of Turin, before ſhe 
had payed whatſoeuer ſhee owed in the 
Towne for daily houthold prouifions ? But 
how foolith and ridiculous a thing is it, to 


taxe 
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taxe me with what hath beene done altoge-" 
ther without my knowledge, whileſt I was 
mn the Campe at Vercelles? For if I had been 
preſent, I would haue payed the ſaid debts 
with mine owne money, 

Wherem did the Magiſtrate offend ? 
Should they haue denyed Iuſtice, to ſuch 
as demanded their owne by order of Law? 
How often did they admonith that Lady, 
alter a friendly manner, to gue ſarisfaction 
to thoſe poore men, and to remoue that 
{hame from herlelfe ? But ſhee refuſing to 
pay, they were at laſt conſtramed againſt 
their will, to grant a Sequeltration of ſome 
fmall houthold ſtuffe of hers, which not 
long after they releaſed, But grant we that 
they offended m ſome thing , in that buſi- 
neſſe; mult Armes be taken vp therefore ? 
Mult a ſmall iniurie bee reuenged with ſo 
much cagemeſTer Muſt the Duke therefore 
beſet in the Ban of the Empire ? There was 
more reaſon, that a laying downe of Armes 
{hould haue beene enioyned to the Spani- 
ards, which had taken them vp without any 
cauſe, onely vnder a falſe colour of the pub- 
like Peace, It was vpon them, that the thun- 
der-bolt of the Ban was to be throwne, not 
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on me,whom ſo many times breaking their 
faith, they haue decemed, whoſe ſubiccts 
they haue gone abour to draw from their 
ſworne allegeance, whoſe Doranons they 
had entred & occupied by maine {trepgri1, 
I haue taken vp Armes ; I doenot denie 
it : but I was thereunto conſtrained, I haue

y his ſaid Edit? Will hee notblu{h for 
[hame,to bring againſt me theſentence of 
the Imperiall Ban by hm receued(asT fu

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pa from the Gouernour of Millane ? For 
I will neuer bee-perlwaded to belecue,thar 
ſuch a Decree, dated at no place, vo{igned 
by the Imperiall hand, as was requiſite,

e,rather will T ever conſtantly afhrme it; 
either altogetherfalſe, or at the leaſt gotten 
by Realth trom your Maieſties Muulters 
by the Gouernour of Millaxe, | 

Thus then being the matter,nothing elſe 
ſeemeth to remaine,butthat the equitie of 
my cauſe being knowne, I ſhould requeſt 
your Maieſticout of your ſupreme autho- 
ritie,of which,as of an Oracle, not my ſelfe 
onely, but all the world beſides, doth de- 
pend, to declare the faid Edict granted a- 

ainlt me (ſince it was made without the 
had e and conſent of your Maieſtie) 
to be void, & of no worth,to make knowne 
to all the world my innocencie,and ſeuere- 
ly to puniſh thoſe Muniſters of yours that 
haue ſubſcribed therevnto. 

It will bee your Maielties part likewiſe, 
out of your full power, to command the 
King of Spaine,as Duke of Milane, and con- 
ſequently Vaſlall ofthe Empire, to diſnuſle 
with all peede,the Troupes he hath leuyed 
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without any cauſe, for to harme me, to con- 
firme with his owne hand the Articles of 
Peace, to which I haue already ſubſcribed, 
and to free all Italy, troubled with the ging- 
ling of the Spaniſh Armes, from further 
feare,as likewiſe to check and chaſltiſe, as l:c 
deſerueth, the Gouernour of Millane, who

lay down the Armes which I haue taken v 
for mine owneſafetie, but alſo (after the ex- 
ample of my fore-fathers) to hazard all 1 
haue,& mimeowne hfeatyour only nodde. 
in the meanetime,hoping to haue your {1n- 

lar and fauourable clemency and cquity, 
m theſe my hard controuerſies againſt the 
Spaniards, I will earneſtlypray God , the 
only ger of all things, long to preſerue 
your Maiclty in fullproſperity, 
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
